One great fact must be remembered 
by thole who have made the decision 
to advertise.

The big- 
gest problem any man lias to settle 
after he has determined to advertise, 
and decided how to advertise, is thisi 
How can I use my advertising so as 
to get the most out of it? 


Without close-linked co-c^eration 


it dissipates its force into ait. 


It must be hitched on to a business 


properly. Then it must be utilized 
with intelligence. When these con- 
dition* axe fulfilled it does a type of 
work for which there is no efficient 
substitute.
